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Qtn<nl Situation 

In 19^3# the Federal Republic also m os* of the main target* 
of Soviet Bloo Intelligence services* According to tba Soviet 
Bloo intelligence terminology, tha Federal Republic, aa vail aa 
tha United State*, Great Britain, France and Japan, ia a 
M main enemy". 

Consequently, tha sotivlty of Soviet Bloo intelligence eerrioee 
did not alaokan. Espionage activities vara again directed against 
almost all field* of public life. Mo aasantlal ohangee vara 
notload vitb regard to target*, ill aarvloa*' interaet continued 
to ha epeolfioally concentrated on the procurement of military and 
political information. 

As previously, the hostile aerrloe* paid greatest attention to the 
careful selection and training of their agent# and equipped them 
vith highly qualified teohnloal aide for maintaining the connection 
end for communication. 

The deoraaae of raoofalsed recruitment oaaae which wee noticed after 
the erection of the Berlin Wall, did not continue further. The 
flgurea remained the same ee leet year. 

I. Extent pf Activity 

A total of 1,432 agent recruitments or reorultmant attempts 
mad# by Soviet Bloo intelligence service#, vere discovered in 
1963 in the Federal Republic (1962 1 1,450). Theme again 
included quite a number of oases In vhloh training, infiltra- 
tion and equipment vith intelllganee aid* already permitted the 
conclusion ss to the agent's or resident agent's value and 
qualification. Agent couples tppeered rsther frequently. 

Of the l f 432 recognised oases 1,214 persona, that is 84 ^, vere 
approached by the Soviet Zone intelligence servloet. This 
number again eaphaeissd the danger vhloh the Soviet Zone 
Intelligence services constitute for the Federal Republic.

The Soviet Zone of Osman/ continued to xamaln an important 
operational bate for these intelligence servloee* activities 
against ths Fadsral Espubllo. As in previous years, cooper** 
tion between ths Sorlst Zone and the soviet Union servloee 
vas the olsssst. Again a few oasts became known where agent 
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handling vft| transferred from the Soviet ion# tA the Soria t 
aomrioe, nr rio# versa. 

Furthermore, t h* Soviet Bio# State# missions in th# F*daxel 
Republic continued to be u##d •# bases of hostile activity 
will oh enabled th# Individual Intalllgano* #*rnoe* to carry 
out espionage undrr th« guise of diplomatl* or sonmtrnl nl 
relation*. 

A oomparlaon^th* aotiritj of th® individual sarrlea* with th* 
•bor# mentioned starting point* , does not gir# * uniform 
plotur*. Th* gravity o«nter of th# Soviet Zon* Intel ligeno# 
eervioe# 1* naturally with th# handling agencies In Boat 
Berlin. Th# Soviet intelligence service* oarry out th#ir 
activities against th# Federal Rapublio aovtly through thalr 
op# rational off loos in th# Soviet ion*. Besides, th* Soviet 
Embassy and th# Soviet Trad# Mlvalon d#relop#d intelligence 
aotlrlties to quite a oon«id#rabl# extent* Th# Yugoalava 
appear to primarily ua* thalr nlaaiona for intalllgano# 
activities agalnet th# Federal Republic. 

Aa regard* Intelligence aotivitie#, th* oth«r aarrlo#* 
probably equally operate from thalr lnt*llig«aoa ba*«* In 
East Berlin and thalr handling agonal#* In thslr own eountrie# , 
whll* th# missions of th#*# countrl#* In th# Federal Republic 
appear to b# primarily «ono#rn#d with talk# of a preparatory 
and supporting nature.

In tha *#dmg«l Hspubli c» Besides tha FR0 inti vorosa and 
all their installations , the allied forces stationed in 
Germany, war* again tba subject of espionage aotlrltlaa. 

Tha targets of the Soviet Bloo services' political espionage 
primarily ware tha spheres of foreign and domes tlo politics. 
About lOjC of all polltioel assignments were dlraoted against 
tha deaocratic parties. 

Almost all fields of economic life in tba federal Republic 
were covered by hoetlle eoonoalc espionage. The Soviet Bloo 
intelligence aerrloes* special lntereet was German industry. 

The greatest number of esslgnaents were reoordad in the field 
of aleotrloal industry, followed by the ohsmioml and armament 
Industries and other branohes of industry having alaost an 
equal share. Aaaignnants against institutes of solentlflo 
research were also oontinuously issued. The agents of eastern 
intelligence services In 1963 also reoeived assignments to 
furnish publlo opinion rsports and the views expressed by West 
German residents with regard to oertaln political events or 
current political questions. Through this type of espionage, 
the Soviet Bloc continued to pursue the aim of procuring In 
an intelligence Banner, documents and material for infiltration, 
subversion, as veil as for agitation and propaganda against the 
Federal Republic. 

During the year under review, one case was reoorded la which 
an agent group was engaged In sabotage preparations upon 
instructions of m Soviet Bloc intelligence service. Ths agents 
as a rule had the assignment to select conoealment possibili- 
ties for weapons, explosives and food, and to detaot sensitive 
points for destruction in important plants, whereby the entire 
manufacture could be paralysed. The sabotage measures oonesrned 
wsrs only to be realised on X-Day, in part by maabers of ths 
agent net, in part by Infiltrated saboteurs. The agents 
believed that X-Day was the day of the outbreak of a war, or 
the day vhioh appeared suitable for s violent overthrow of the 
democratic order in the Federal Hepubllo. 



III. Reoruitaent Methods 

The Soviet Bloo intelligence aervloes* methods to reorult 
agents also did not ohange in 1963* 

a. B.orulta.nt Ooc»»io»» 

The Soviet Bloo. intelligence services continued in their 
previously reoognlsed praotioe to recruit Federal Republic 
cltitens while visiting in their sphere of power. The same 
applies to rssettlere from these States and immigrants from 
the Vest. The situation for an approach in their own 
sphere of power is so favorable for these services, that 
thsy can aocept s recruitment failure or a possible dim- 
closure sfter return to the Federal Republic • They obvious- 
ly are of the opinion that of the great number of recruited 
persons, at least some will beoome motive as agents* 
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Although th« majority of recruitment# la effected in the 
hostile latelligmnM amrrioae' ova epherV ©f . pov+r, they 
do not hesitate AftjHVt retrod 'tment attempts also in 
the Federal Hepwlfr IwWtbiy. Thee’e approach# e usually 
are only ud« efter the recruit has ba«n thoroughly ratted 
in all detail and compromising information on hia la avail* 
able, whlob means a carta! n pr on pact of subctoa and a safe- 
ty guaranty for the recruit or.

In making their recruitment attempts, In 1963 the Soria t 
Bloc intelligence services again uaed all the prerlouely

A total of 207 of the reoognieed recruitments concerned 
women (I5j6). 



XT* Handling of Agents - Cosattnloatlon* 

The method* of the hoatile intelligence aerrleea actually 
remained the same* 

The most important means of handling continued to be the neetlng 
between agent and handling peraon, Moot of the moetlnga were 
held in the eastern sphere of power, but also In veatorn oountrlaa, 
however, preferrably In East Berlin if circumstances permitted. 
Quite a number of piloting methods were developed for crossing 
the sectorial border, which excluded the agent's Identification 
by the People's Police. 

Further, for the maintenance of Intelligence connection*, ae veil 
ae for the completion of limited vetting assignment a, the Soviet 
Zona and also the other Satellite services employed oourier 
and Instructor agents. Beyond this, the connection with tho 
agents was maintained via oover-addreemee, secret writing and 
radio traffio. That the hoatile aervioe* always use all technical 
poaaibllitleo and innovations for this purpose r is shown by a 
oase ln vhlch radiotelephone connection* vera oetahJ lehed and 
bead bar mesne of iaf rerad rays*

could be pftoognlsed and evaluated, in 1963 a total of 
1,432 oaeea was. reoordad vfelob 1* almost the same number 
aft in 1962 (1,430). 

In the 2nd year the total number of reorultaents already 
■hova a decree** by at least one third. In spits of this 
decrease in the total nuaber, since i960 the Soviet Zone 
Berrios* held a oonstant share of 64<*69)l la the recruit- 
ments . 



Re oral ted Persons 1 place of Residence 

In 1963, twenty- three percent of the total of 1,432 
recognised agents at the tine of their recruitment had 
their residence outside the Federal Republic. In 10J& 
of the oases, the residence at the tine of the recruitment 
was in the Soviet Zone. The share of persons who at the 
time of recruitment lived outside the Federal Republic 
(excepting the Soviet Zone) consequently was 99C in 1963* 

While this share (retidenoe of reorulted persons in the 
Soviet Bloc outside the Soviet Zone) has almost remained 
the tame since I960, the portion of persons who at the 
time of reorultaent lived in the Soviet Zone, has steadily 
deoreassd. 

In i960 this still was over 46 jt, 
in 1961 - 40JC, 

in 1962 - 23J<, 

in 1963 - 1 ejC* 

This may permit the oonoluslon that the events around 
13 August 1961 forced the Soviet Zone services to reduee 
the reorultaent end subsequent infiltration of persons 
living in their sphere of power, into the Federal Republic 
(often disguised as. refugees). 

It is noteworthy to what extent this development is r<tfl> ab- 
ed by the figures of the preliminary examination groups 
and hj oases Investigated at the emergency admission comps. 

In I960, the Berlin preliminary examination group aland 
ostabllshed 411 oases of recruitment by a Soviet Rloo 
intelligence service, for intelligence activities against 
tbs Federal Republic* Besides, there sen

As compared with last year, no noteworthy ohangea could be 
established with regard to the recruitment aids. Extortion 
and threat frequently connected with all kinds of premia**, 
continued to be/Bost frequently u^ed rsgrultaent aid* 
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7he &o*ist Zta* intelligence servlcss ooatlmaed to make reck- 
less u»* of the fear of considerable person *1 or financial 
disadvantages*. frequently, criminal offense# were ueed ao o 
pressure aid*, federal Republic oltlscns war# than assured 
that th# offenses they had committed, would not be reported 
to tha Vest Santa n authorities. 

Thia la an example i 

On 22 Jan 1965, auxiliary waiter Dieter G. of Vest Berlin 
committed burglary In Berlln-Herxasdorf . On thia occasion 
among other things, he took a cam ora r Jewelry and cigarettes. 

On hi# way hone he vao controlled and searched by the people's 
Police at the Priedrichetraaae RR Station and arreeted after 
they had discovered the atolen Item#. Soon a KfS member 
interfered with the Interrogation. Be placed G. before the 
alternative of either working "for the East" or being handed 
over to the Veat Berlin Criminal Polloe, Under these circum- 
stances C. signed a pledge. After the receipt of various 
Intelligence aaeignaenta, he waa permitted to return to Veet 
Berlin. He could keep the atolen Itema. 

Other oooaalon# for an intelligence approach are minor viola- 
tions of Soviet Zone export regulation#, vhloh federal Republic 
citizens usually commit in ignorance of the pertinent directive# • 
Such violations are liable to severe punishment. 

Tnoee cases are noteworthy in which federal Republic government 
sarvioe members were confronted with this recruitment praotloe 
of the Soviet Zono intelligence services* 

o On the occasion of a baggage control at the Soviet Sector 
of Berlin Terwaltungsoberinepektor (administrative official) 

N. of Hannover came in contact with the KfS when on his 
return from a visit to relatives in Spreabe rg the end of 
September 1965 he had to change trains in Berlin. 

In hia wife's sultoase, the controllers found two sets of 
new bed-linen, a present they had received from the mother 
in Spremberg. The couple was interrogated separately} at 
first both by Border Troop officers, B. elso by a Mf S 
member. V/ith referenoe to the violation of Soviet Zone 
export regulations, H. was requested to carry out intellig- 
ence activities. Per fear of being detained, H. pretended 
to accept the offer. 

o Prom the end of July until mid-August 1965, Zolllnspektor s.A~ 

i customs official) Claus-Peter SCH. and his wife Beige 
also ZolYlhspektor *.A.) stayed in Lelpslg to visit their 
grandparents. On the return trip, at the customs control 
in Vsrtha, objections were raised that they bad with them 
table linen and some records, which were wedding gifts from 
their relatives and friends. As a result, SCH. was handed 
over to a KfS meabeT who questioned hia es to hie agency 
and his activity and finally requested him to currently 
furnish him information from his office. SCH. allegedly 
refused to render information.

The great nuabor of these oases , during the above mentioned 
period, permits the oonolualon that the Soviet Zone intelligence 
services (at least during this period) asde Increasing we of 
the want ads in Vest German newspapers, for their approach 
attempts.

II . Handling of Soviet Zone Agents 

In 1969, HfS handling age nolee Bast Berlin, Magdeburg, Lelpslg, 
v Erfurt ond RosTook played a particularly important role. The 
majority of ell Intelligence operations against the Federal 
Republic, wan started from East Berlin. 

At previously, the personal oontact between agent and handling 
offica vas mainly the 9ovlet Zone intelligence services' handling 
method. This oontaot primarily was maintained by meetings in 
Bast Berlin and in neutral foreign countries, as veil aa by send** 
ing oourlsre and instructors who after previous conspiratorial 
agreement, oalled on the agont in the federal Republic. 
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Thb evaluation of thasm OIH brought about oon clue Ire. knowledge 
as to the conspiratorial wtrivr serrlo* prior to and after the 
Soviet Zone blockade tte em u yka August . 1961.- 

Prior to 1} August 1961, the MfS frequently employed Soviet Zone 
relatives or friends of the agent (whoa it pledged for eeeret 
cooperation for this purpose) as oouriers. ?he Soviet Zone 
oltlsono usually entered the Federal Republic under their true 
names. They were in poeeeeelon of o travel certificate PH 12a 
and to disguise their Intelligence assignment , stated that thoy 
wlahed to pay a visit in the Federal Republic. 

After the Soviet Zone blockade measures, the MfS developed new 
methods for the oonepirot oriel courier service. The use of falsi- 
fied West Berlin personal papers or Federal personal identity 
cards which previously had only been used in exceptional oases, 
now became the rule. All courier agents from the 8oviet Zone, 
whoa the BfV recorded after 13 August 1961, were provided with 
falsified poraonal identity cards In the name of persons living 
in the Federal Republic or V«st Berlin. Bo falsifications of the 
new Federal identification in book-fora were discovered todate. 

The MfS devotod particular attention to the falsif loation of s 
Federal personal identity card for courier agent BOEHMS. His 
assignors w5 aned thet he travel with a Federal identity oard in 
the name of hi? fr?cnd Herbert K. of Bagen/Wostphalia. BOEHMS 
had to call on K. < r« Hagen in August 1956 for this purpose and 
under so no prjicxt made him show his personal Identity oard, on 
vhioh occ-.ricn !.3 ■ as to note the number of the fora. Besides, 
he had photographs made of himself in Hagen and brought 

thea alonj. H* tr ade this trip with a travel certificate in his 
true name. In the Fall of I960, K* moved from Hagen to a nearby 
village. Therurpon B. bad to oall aguln on him, make him again 
show hit pire^n? 1 . identity oard and note whether the entry In the 
Identity cure hud been filled out by hand or by typewriter. In 
accordance herewith, the MfS later on provided the falsified 
Identity card with c remark of the move and the pertinent stamp 
of the Ennepo-Rvhr-Kreie* 

In addition to tho falsified personal papers, the equipment for 
courior trips to the Federal Republic regularly included western 
olothing and itene for use on the trip, la a rule, the agents 
were permitted to purohaae these items at the MfS 1 oost, when 
they were on trial assignments in West Berlin or in the Federal 
Republic. After the completion of overy assignment they had to 
be returned. Often the first tripe to the West (whloh ware to 
enable the future couriers to get acquainted with the conditions 
In the Federal Republic) were oonneoted with the assignment to 
colleot confidential information on the true bolder of the Iden- 
tity oard. iln^oaee of possible controls they had to bo in a posi- 
tion to answer pertinent questions aooordlngly. 

It was the couriers* primary task to band over money and reoelve 
treasonous material. Beyond this, they were to supply their 
meeting partners with new instructions of the handling agenoy, to 
encourage then to better ooopsratlon and possibly lnfluenoe than 
politically, as wall as to give thorn advloe for s useful oomplsilon 
Of their assignments. In this respeot, they frequently took on 
the tasks of Instructors. 
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In selecting courier* , the MIS applied rigid standard* to the 
political attitude of the reeyultmsBt candidate, bo amuse of the 
danger of "breaking away", Almost all oourisr agents 
during the paat year*, were SED »#mbsrs.

Also during 19^3 the Pederal Republic soourity organa -suaoeeded 
in neutralising a numb or of speeifioally qualified agents who had 
carried out intelllgenoo activities in tho Pederal Republlo for 
several years. Their assignment to the Pederal Republic principal- 
ly wo* preceded by thorough Intelligence training! primarily on 
the following eubjeotsi 

a. deolphoring of radio messagesi 

b« preparation of latent writing by -way- of conteot paper) and 
0. use of oh ©mi col inks. 



The use of infrared raya for the transmission of information was 
recognised for the first time. In cass of one agent a portable 
radiotelephone was secured which wee destined for the receipt of 4 
Intelligence assignments.

B. did not hesitate to 
aoospt this offer. Every three to six weeks, he net "Valdenar"

In the Summer of 1955. Elisabeth B. had reoelved employment

After 13 August 196 I a new cover-story was required slnoe the 
MfS assumed that occupational activities In the Soviet Seotor 
night attraot attention in Vest Berlin* Upon “Horst’s" urging, 
B* had to find himself a position aa an independent eales- 
agent in Veet Berlin. 'The most important reason was that the 
independent activities pould leave him sufficient time for hie 
Intelligence activities* At the time of his arrest, he was a 
eales-agent for automobile accessories.

The first observation orders Which "Horst" gave the agents , 
concerned East Barlin residents exclusively. If necessary, 
the observation was to be extended to Vest Berlin. After 
13 Aug 1961, primarily West Berliners were assignment targets.

aupplsaanted by presenting o photograph. He explained where 
and when tbs target person vas to be 'ploked up 1 and how Ion* 
the observation had to last. In soma cases B. also knew the 
target persons* true name. Under the cover -dee Ignat leu »Crat» 
the B* oouple early in 1963 repeatedly had to shadow employees 
of the hand Agency for the Protection of the Constitution 
about 1630 hours (close of business) in order to find out 
where thoy lived.

While serving his sentence, LAHQHER voa contacted by the MfS, 

In July 1956 a oo-w©rker of the Soviet Zone State Ssourity 
Service promised him a premature discharge should he he willing 
to cooperate with the MfS . L, agreed and committed himself in 
writing to cooperate. He received the cover-name "Juno". On 
27 Aug 1956 he was discharged from prison, 

L. * e pledge was preceded by a meeting with one of hie foraor 
school-mates some months previously, who oelled on I*. at the 
Torgau penitentiary introducing hiaeelf as "a oo-worker of 
the Soviet Zone Ministry of Interior”. He simultaneously 
emphasised that he was a member of a commission ohsoklng the 
premature discharge of prisoners. In reply to a pertinent 
question asked by L. , he hinted that be would also speak for 
him should he he prepared io cooperate vivo fchu * Hi oi • v rjr of 
Interior". 



According to the circumstances, the school-mate was a MfS co- 
worker. He had instructions to pavo tho road for L. 1 a planned 
recrultaent . 




A few weeks after his discharge, L. "fled" to Vest Berlin and 
requested emergency admission. On 6 Oct 1958 hs received 
permission to permanently stay In the Federal Republic* At first 
he worked as a sales-agent and later on, as an independent book- 
keeper in Reutl ingen. where he had moved in 1957t vlth the MfS' 
approval. Bis mother lived in Reutllagem, Until his final 
legalisation, L. did not receive intelligence assignments. 
Thereafter, he furnished publlo opinion reports of a general 
nature until I960, pntll 1980 1*. maintained oontaot with hia 
handling agencies in writing through the cover-address

1961. El I, -which formerly was exolueively concerned with 
aounter intelligence tasks* i* now divided into a count erih tell i- 
genoe eeotion 'and an intelligenoe eection. Both eeotione 
have their central office* at the HQ of the CTA-Border Troops 
in Berlin-Paets. 

The intelligenoe and counterintelligence eeotione have 
sub-sections, at the Border Brigades of the 8oviet Zone border 
which, in turn, have operational groups with the Border 
fcegimetfte. Vo intelligence missions are oonduoted at the 
Soviet Zone border in the East, 

Since early I960, two operational co-workers of 8«otlon XY

1. ) Responsibilities 

looording to PRETZER'e statement, Main Department (Hi) I 
supervise# the subordinated sections, sub-sections and 
operational groups, and controls their activity and endeavors 
are mads for olose co-operation between the oounterintelligenoe 
and intelligenoe eection. Work conferences and an ezohange 
of information (however, without mentioning souroes) take 
place regularly. 

The oounterlntel licence section is responsible for the internal 
and external security of the Border Troops and for this 
purpose employs a number of unofficial co-workers within and 
without the Border Troops. The main purpose is to detsot and 
if poeslble, turn agents of western intelligence services. 
Besides, the mood and morale of soldi#** and Border Troops 
who are "opposed to the Beglme" are kept under o one t ant 
observation.

Sine* early X96} f Deportment Yll v»i staffed with specially

f) Personnel Composition of an Obserrsr Group 

An observer group, in addition to the group loader, conalata 
of group-aembsrm (Brigadiers) and unoffioial co-workor* (im). 

The required strength of a group la 13 men; the group 
loader and the 'Brigadiers' are ewmbors of tha Ministry of 
Interior and are exclusively aaeigned to the MfS; they bare 
a polio* rank and poaoeae a ■errice book and people's 
polio* badge. Tha 'Df* (unofficial co-workers) are alao 
full -tine MfS-co-worksre. A feigned employment io entered

o Through the examination of People's Police helpers records 
at the People's police Off loos in E«etberlin; 

o through the examination of thffrecorda of discharged 
members of the 'NVA' (National People's Army) or other 
"armed organizations", at tha competent registration 
offices | 

o through the examination of cadre-reoords in "socialised 
enterprises"; 

Suoh reoord checks are made primarily with a- view to ascertaining 
subject's political reliability, which la determined on 
hie "social activity" and SED-membershlp* West-contacts are 
oonsidered undesirable. If a candidate la found suitable, 
confidential investigations are made either at the subject «e 
employing enterprise or in hie neighborhood, depending on the 
circumstances. Only if the inquirlaa have brought forth no 
detrimental information, la tha candidate approached at his 
home. Os this oooaaion the prospective oo -workers basic 
willingness to oo-oporate and hie suitability are determined 
as far as this is possible. The next six months are con- 
sidered as a probationary period. Minor lnformat ion- assign- 
ments are to aocustos the recruitment candidate in oo-operating 
with the MfS. The actual recruitment Is preosded by a 
thorough background investigation of subject's entire 
-relatives. The results of all thee* measures, are to be laid 
down in a several -paga recruitment proposal, to be signed 
by the Department chief, and only then will subject be 
obligated In writing. An alignment is then given to 
Department M for a check of all inoomlng and outgoing mall 
to ajwaxtaln whether subject has any connections which he has 
so far kept secret* All Mfd-oo-workere are subsequently 
subtotal to such mail censorship at irregular intervals* 
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It it often particularly difficult to inconapiououaly 
terminate the 'IK' s' previous employment. 

h) The Conducting of .Observation# ■ 

ill operational department • of Mf 8 are authorised to give 
observation assignments to Main Department VIII. There ia 
a special card file, containing the naaes of FKO-cittmaam 
and Berliners (Vest), whose observation after their entry 
into the Soviet Sector is considered of Interset. Copies 
of this oard file are available at all border crossing 
points. One or several observer groups are kept on the 
alert at oonspirative offices in the vlcln.lty of each 
border orosslng point. Should a ooapetent officer, during 
the pass control, notice a name of a person entering the 
Soviet Sector is In the observation assignment oard file, 
he will notify an observer group, whioh lam od lately takes 
up ths observation. The observers are merely given a 
personal description (if neoessary also bar license 
number) and a oover-de signet ion; they do not learn the 
target person* s true name. The observation le conducted 
uninterruptedly -also at night- and does not end until 
target person*# exit from the Soviet Seotor. 

The observer groups are equipped with the following eidai 

passenger cars, ootoroyolee, bicycles, open and concealed 
cameras and, if neoessary, Japanese walkie-talkies. 

A detailed report is to be made as to each observation. 
Consplrative photographs of the target person and all persons 
with whom ha was together, are to be included. 

As a matter of principle, the observer groups are kept 
ignorant of the MfS* assigning department.

Tba duty officer (eblft leader) of the Tracing Croup holds tha 
dual position of "operational of floor" and as such, outranks tha 
shift leader of the Paaaport Croupe. 

All aeabere of APT perform their dutiee In Soviet Zone Border Troop* 
uniforms. 

B. Working Methods of APP 

a) Tha Tasks of the Passport Croup 

The offloial duties of tha aeabers of tha Paaaport Croup 
inoluda the following tasks i 

1. Cbeoking of foreigner* 

2. Transit oontrol 

3. Chaoking of buaaa 

4 . Cheeking of Tair-vi*itor* 

In all these caees their tauk i* essentially confined to a 
pa**port and identity oontrol. Fair exhibitor* are subject 
to speolal handling and are given priority, whereas Pair* 
visitors are controlled with a view to ascertaining whsthmx 
they bare born in town* located in .the present territory of 
the CDS. If neoeesary, they are questioned. Travelers* whir 
previously resided in the GDR and fled to the PRC, are 
referred to the operational offioer, who decides whsthgx the 
Pair-visitor nay or tb&y not proceed. 
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The members of the Passport Croup alto hare . lost motion* to 
examine the temporary Berlin identity oar&e ae to the occupation 
of tin holder- Persons with "interesting" occupation a arc

Informational questioning. 

b) The Tasks of the Tracing Croup . 

Impending on the traffic situation, besides the operational 
officer, the Tracing Group places 2 to 4 tracing controllers 
on dut/t a specially scoured room at the control barracks 
is placed at their disposal. From the passport oounter, all 
document* which intersonel travelers are required to submit 
are passed through a snail wall slit into the adjoining 
tracing room. The tracing controllers will then check, 
whether the. passenger's name is listed in one of ths available 
card files. In an adjoining room, the so-called "documentation 
room", there are facilities for photostating of identity 
dooument#. 

3CHHBIPIR stated that, according to existing directions, for 

. example, all car license papers and identity documents of 

Federal Republic persons traveling by oar, are to be photographed— 

Passengers, whose names are listed in one of the treeing oaxd 
files and whose file cards do not contain a epeolal entry

C. IP? -Card Files at the KPP Mar inborn -Autobahn # for the Control 

and Supervision of Interzonal Passenger Traffic 

a) 'Wanted persons' Card File 

The most essential aid of the Traolr.g Group la the 'Wanted 
Persons' C a rd File which, according to SCHHEIDBR'e eat lasts, 
contains at least 20,000 names. This card file ie consulted 
for all card file and identity checks. Compared hereto, the 
Soviet Zone "Wanted Pereons List", which oontalnm the same 
names, is rarely used in praotlce. The 'Wonted Persons' Card File 
contains printed cards of a yellowish brown color, slse CD* A 6. 
This card file exclusively contains the names of persona 
inoriminated or suspected in a orlmlnal or political respect* 

In addition to the personal data of the wanted person, the 
cards contain entries as to the wanting Authority, the nature 
of the offence and directions as to the measure to be taken, 
should the vented person appear. The oards of "deleted" 
persons are provided with an appropriate note and filed 
separately. 

b) Code Jfumber Card File 

The Code NUiber Card File Is of speolal importance from the 
intelligence viewpoint. For internal purposes It is also 
calls! "Agent Card File" bj^APF-mSmbers, Thi^ card file is 
prepared by MfS and oontaine about 300 to 350 oards.' SCHHEn®* 
believes, that this card file oontaine the namee of persons; 
whom MfS’ suspects of working for a western Intelligence 
service, but also those of MfS-agents active in the FRO. Each 
card has a code number (arable figures),- the personal data 
of the person conoernod and a note as to the telephone number 
to be called, should the person appear. The telephoftf number 
entered oa the majority of the cards If that of the operstional 
dffloer. XS dtdaSioh tribes, he is cbiy to be notified as to the

A Buelneee Card File contain e data ae to bue’lnese firms, 
motorised vehicles and drivers who are involved in commercial 
• traffic between the FRO and Berlin (West) or the Soviet Zone, 
and pass through the KPP Marienborn-Autobahn. 

Other card files contain data concerning the entire Berlin- 
traffic on certain occasions (for example, anniversary of the 
erection of the ’Wall’, meetings of 'Regional Associations' in 
Berlin). Fowover, tnese oard files are only used upon special 
instructions.

In 1963 1 64 cases of attempted or completed recruitments for the 
Soviet Intelligence servloee (KGB and GRO) have come to 
notice (1962i 76). About 65C of the total number of known 
recruitments were effected by the Soviet intelligence servloee. 

Fifty-nine of the approached pereone originated from the West, 
twenty-five from the Soviet Bloc's power sphere* 

II* Recruiting Methods 

Ho essential changes were noticed as to the recruiting 
methods of the Soviet intelligence services. They are still 
largely identical to those of the Soviet Zone intelligence 
services. The occasions of recruitment primarily were 
private or business West-East contacta, Immigration or 
emigration plans or ties of relationship to the West or East* 

About 60?C of the reorulted pereone eotually beoame aotive 
. in the intelligence sphere. 

1 . ) Soviet Intelligence Ssrvioo Recruitment in Soviet Zone 
Reception Canps i » 

In 1963 several cases again cane to notice in whiob 
immigrants or returnees in Soviet Zone Reoeption Oampe 
were approached by members of Soviet intelligence servloee, 
with a view to their intelligence recruitment. In part, 
suitable persons were introduced to the 8ovlet Intelligence 
servloee by MfS. The known oaees proved, that the Soviet 
intelligence services also increasingly endeavored 
(after the blocking measures of 13 Aug 1961) to recruit 
agents in the Soviet Zone Reception Camps* 

' Late in July 1962, tbp .el#o$rioian fdaund-.T** a resident of 
ths Ruhr area, illegally entered the Soviet Zone near 
Helmstedt, for family reason*. During hie interrogation 
at Camp Barby he furnished information regarding British 
ammunition depots in the FRG. T. thereupon was introduced 
to three members of a Soviet intelligence service at Camp 
Barby* After several interrogation*, T. was obligated 
for an intelligence oo-operation by the Soviets* Be *at 
given the assignment to return to the 7RG, to further procure 
information as to the ammunition depot, to photograph 
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documents and to bring along only the negative* to the 
otwt not ting whioh vm to toko place in Berlin (West). 

8« vat to announce the data or the meeting In a eouchsd 
language to a Magdeburg cover eddrema. 

After he bad raoalrad BN 90 to cover bla expenses* T. 
vaa deported to the FRO ala Mmrienbom. bur lag ths 
oho ok at Hslmmtedt* ha kapt his intelligence oontaots 
secret* T. than returned to hla family. 

Late in September 1962* be received a reminder* aailad 
In Berlin (West). T. thereupon again entered the Soviet 
Zona illegally. When he vaa apprehended by the Soviet 
Zona bordar patrol* he requested* that he again be taken to 
Camp Barby. There he again met the Soviet Intelligence 
Service co-workers, who had recruited him. After having

In September 1962, the commercial employee Claus M, 
illegally entered the Soviet Zoos with bis 19*/«ar old 
girl-friend* in order to marry there. After having orosfed 
the demarcation line, he «as questioned by Soviet Zone 
Border Troops officers as to police offioials stationed 
at his hometown, as veil as hie brother-in-law, who 
served with the Police in Bonn. M. answered these 
questions obligingly. After their assignment to the 
Reception Camp in Pritxler, M. and his girl-friend 
applied for permission to return to the FRO. Mf8-oo- 
vorkere told the* that their application oould only be 
granted* if M. would obligate himself to co-operate. M* 
agreed to do so. During a subsequent meeting with an 
Mf S -member , M. was introduoed to a oo-vorker of a Soviet 
intelligence service. M. again expreseed his willingness 
to oo-operate in the field of Intelligence to the latter* 
and signed an obligation.

M. was provided with R.H. tickets and traveled *t*b his 
girl-friend back to Hamburg via Sohwanbeifl*-

The Soviet Intelligence services still continue their 
praotloe or giving intelligence' probation -**a4gnments to 
emigrants do airing to be repatriated, prior to -f~qg niLtA g 
peralselon for repatriation i 

Late in 1959, the radio^ne chan ±c‘ Paul of Munich (who 

originated from the Boviet Union) oontaoted the Soviet 
Embasey In Bonn, wit k the request that he be permitted 
to return to his brother who lived in the Ukraine. The 
Soviet Embassy referred him to the “Repatriation 
Committee" in Baetberlin. After oontacts had been 
established in writing, 8. was Invited to come to East- 
berlln for a personal interview. After having announced his 
arrival In writing, in May l$i2 t 3* traveled to EeftberlUn* 

At the Priedricbetraese R.R. -Station 3. was being awaited 
by an alleged co-worker of the Repatriation Committee. 

During a conversation at the office of tbs Committee, 

8. wae questioned in detail as to his employment and 
friends* Hie question as to bla repatriation was not 
answered. On the contrary, he wee instructed to send 
West -German newspapers and periodicals of Russian emigrant 
organisations to an Baetberlin private address. He also 
was to travd. pro-ooamuni* tio persons in Munich end name 
them on the occasion of another meeting in Baetberlin,. 

After having received a refund of his travel expg&amg, 

S, traveled haok to Munich. 

Early In Ootober 1962 , S. again traveled to Baetberlin. 

He wae again met at the Frisdrlchstrasse H.R. -Station by 
an alleged member of the Committee. Re wae then inter- 
rogated by the Soviets as to the results of hie investigation*, 
3. who had merely sent a few periodicals in tbs ae an time, 
but bad not taken any other atepe, olalmed that he had 
been prevented by illness. In reply to bis question as 
to the date of hie repatriation, he was told that it 
would take several months f in ths meantime he was to 
oomplete the seoond assignment. Upon bis return to Muniob, 

S., who had been overcome by doubts meantime, disclosed 
ths faots to the Criminal Police. 

In December 1962, the 37-yaar old Russian emigrant 
Michael S. intended to return to bis mother in the USSR. 

In 1942, 8. had been oonscrlpted for work as a foreign 
laborer in Austria. Prom 1944 to war 1 * ond he had 
voluntarily served with the Waffen-33. After the war he 
primarily lived in the EEC. 

Upon hie tranefer to the Soviet Zone, S. was referred Ao 
a Soviet agency in Chennits. Members of this agenoy 
reproved him for having fought on the Barman side during r 

the war and not immediately returning to him horns -country 
after the war. 

The Soviets instructed S. to return to the PRO, where he 
was to prooure Information regarding German and Allied 
military unite. Be also was to vet persons who co- 
operated with Russian emigrant organisations or 
participated in the publication of emigrant newspapers • 
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3. m |1 t«o £K (West) 100, a* an advanoe payment and 
vat promised that his mother (who livid la th« Ukraine) 
would bo notified wMS supported. 

Th# nert meeting was to take place In tha Soviet Sector 
or Berlin; be wai given an Eastberlln cover-addrsse 
to wbloh bo waa to announoe the moating data* 

5*) Recruitment of late He -Sat tie re 

Taring tbo year under review (196>), information waa again 
received, confirming the continuation of tbo Soviet 
intelligence services’ previous practice, namely to 
approaoh late re-eettlers with a view to their intelligence 
recruitment, prior to their exit from tha USSR. 

Alexander U* , who waa born In tha Ukraine ae the eon of 
Carman parent o, at war* a and lived in Berlin. After tha 
invasion of the 8oviet Troops in 1945* he woe deported 
to the Soviet Union. In 1946 he was sentanoed to 5 year a 
foroed labor on charges of alleged "counter-revolutionary" 
agitation and, after completion of his sentence deported 
to Siberia, where ha married an Setboalan, Due to an 
amnesty, the oouple U. waa permitted to return to Esthonla. 

' Ever since i 960 , U. endeavored to obtain pexmlaalon for 
hla repatriation to Berlin. In 1961, when he again oon- 
t acted the passport of flea, he waa approached by a BTGB- 
mamber naaed "BORIS*. Thereafter, "B0HI8" maintained 
oontacta with U« The meetings, in the majority of oaeea, 
took pl&oe in hotel rooms. "B0RI8" promised to assist U, 
in procuring an exit permit, provided he (U. ) would also 
do him a favor. U, agreed to do so. 

Be was given instructions , upon his arrival at Berlin 
(Weat), to build up a sound existence and resume hla 
contacts with hie former friends and acquaintances. 

"BORIS" also named some re •settlers who (aa "BORIS'* 
mentioned) had failed to maintain their contacts with 
the Soviet Union. U. was to trace their where&boute in 
the FHC. Be also was to send detailed reports as to 
Berlin living conditions to his wife, who was to nmaln 
In the Soviet Onion for the time being. "BORIS" would 
be advised accordingly, einoe these letters would be 
oensond by his agency. Later-on, U. would be visited 
by a contact-nan in Berlin (West), who would give him 
further instructions. ' 

Upon his arrival in Berlin (Vest), U. disclosed his contacts 
to the Criminal Rolioe.

Sinoe April 1962, the chemical engineer Berber*. B* was 
employed at a oonstruotion elte in the USSR on behalf of 
his Weit-Oerraan firm. In Kovember 1962, t he was apprehended 
by the Soviet' tfljffi'la, while trying to purchase gold from 
a Soviet oitlien. This deal had been arranged by a 
Soviet interpreter, B. wae interrogated by looal polios 
authorities, and threatened with an 8-year prison 
sentenoe on the grounds of an "offence against the 
ourrsney law". Later EGB-membere intervened and told him 
that he might evade punishment, if he would prove his 
’ "loyalty to the Soviet Union". 
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B* was than released to Mi ^utrUrc, but vm instructed 
to again oMt th# ESB-msabwrs the following day' at a 
hotel. On this ooossioc th* Soviets triad to lnduoe B. 
to inform on Bit oo-vorksr*. flfcpn Ba’ failed to attend 
th# subsequent netting#, Jtb*' construction eupervieor wa# 
notified that B. was to ioasdlately leave th# Soviet 
Union, 

.It io believed that, in this oaee, KGB tried to 
intimidate B. through a provocation, with a view to hi# 
Intelligence recruitment. 

Id August 196l r 21 -year old Btike K. of Frankfurt /Main 
accepted a position ad children’s nurse slth an American 
diplomat , who a erred with the US-Eobasey in Moscow. 

In Mosoow she mad# friends with « German oouple who led 
a Very sociable life. At their homo she made the 
aoquaintanoe of members of foreign diplomatic missions* 
aa well as Soviet citisent, In Voveaber 1961 . this 
couple Introduced her to m Soviet teacher (f*)» with whom 
she mads friends in order to learn Russian. Late in 
June 1962* at the home of this teacher* He ike K. wee 
approached by two KGB-nwubsr#, who accused her of being 
an American spy and of haring conducted black-market 
deals with various Soviet citizen#. After threatening 
to imprison her because of thl# offenoe, the KGB- 
members relented and arranged for another meeting with her 
on the following day. Finally, ehe was obligated to 
etriot secrecy. Up to the end of July 1962* K. met six 
times with the KGB-membere. The meetings and conversations 
took place either in the OG-oeobers * oar, in a oonsplratlvs 
apartment or In restaurants. X, was requested to give a 
detailed description of her friends ar.d acquaintances 
and Identify persons known to her on the basis of photo- 
graphs. 

She also was to establish net oontaots at the American 
Clubi She was permitted to maintain her cohtaote with 
her teaoher-frlend and not prohibited from discussing her 
intelligence oontaot# with the latter* 

When, early in August 1962, Htike X, employer returned 
to Mosoow from a longer trip to another country* she 
disclosed her seoret to him. 

She was thereupon sent back to the PRO*

The Soviet intelligence eervlce*, especially legal resident agents 
still continue their attempts to contact Russian emigrant* living 
in the test, by misusing their familiar relatione In the TftMU 
The following la a typical example for thi*i 

Dr. 3. » direetor of the "Institute for the Research of tha USG**- is 
Munich , late in Vov 1962, was visited by a Russian who introduaeg 
himself as HJETRASSOW. The visitor conveyed greetings from a brother 
of Dr. S. who lives in the USSR and whom he pretended to know very 
wall* However, his report about their acquaintance produced 
-contradiction#* Thereupon Dr. S' wife and son assumed a threatening 
Attitude towards the visitor, who, by presenting a diplomatic pass, 
proved hie identity as JDugeni Slnowevitach SCHABARDIN, 2nd secrstary 
of the Soviet Embassy in Bonn. Be explained to have given a wrong 
nans in order not to bring Dr. 3. (In -view of his position) into an 
embarrassing situation. 

In ths further course of the conversation, the diplomat offered to 
re-establish the Interrupted connection to the brother in the U5SB, 
by oonveylng latter. By refarring to the changed conditions in the 
USER, he also attempted to induce Dr. 3. to return and eek«4 the son 
to visit the Soviet Union*

la several oases, Berlin (Vest) students, particularly thoae from 
Taghnl oal Academies, were approached by members of the Berlin (f^ 
and hast) Soviet Legal Resident* with regard to intelligence co- 
operation. Typical of these approaches wer^the attempts to filret * 
during a longer period" * "establish personal relations of trust to 
the recruitment candidates. 



The following la an example of this j 
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Student Georg 1* of Stuttgart studied at the Technical Uuiy*r»lty 
In Berlin in win tar 1961/62 and summer 1962. In. Oat 1961# eft ex 
haring attended a Bert-BrSoht^VtcturA , a Hueaian approached bln 
on hi a way home, in the Berlin (West) Eonaaviertely and accompanied 
him to the S-Bahn KB ctation Bellevue. They talked about personal 
matt era a* well ae about Russian and German literature. The Rumalan, 
who, by presenting a visiting oard, had introduced bimeelf aa 
OrigorJ TATARKIKOI, attach# of the Soviet Embassy, asked to continue 
the acquaintanceship. 

In mid-Dec 1961, upon previous agreement, T. visltepL. at his. 
accomodation (Students' Home). Both met again at a lecture on the 
poet William COYEW in the Kongreeehalle, in mid-Jan i.962. T. was 
accompanied by another Buaslan, oalled Nikolai OOftBATSCHOW. Until 
Jul 1962, G* and L. met seven times in Berlin (West), mostly near 
L.'a home. He stated that, during these meetings, they had- only 
discussed art, literature, theatre, film and space research problems. 

L. denied O.'e Invitation to visit the Berlin Soviet Sector. He was 
ready to accept an invitation to go to* Potsdam, provided* he oould 
bring a atudent along with him. At first 0. did hot agree to thle. 
Finally, when L. reproached him with his "secretivene#*” (a West 
German could not understand), he gave in* Details as to the trip 
to Potedam were to be disouesed at a Setting to b* agreed upon by 
telephone. The vlelt did not take plaoe, since G. did not contact

G. *e co-worker of the SOWSXPOBT-FIUl-Agenoy In Berlin (West) , T. 
an "attaohd" with the Soviet Embassy in E&stberlln. Both presumably

According to the established facta, the above case was an unsuccess- 
ful contact attempt by a Soviet intelligence service.

^_Kalro conapiciouely attempted to c ontAoj toG enaan Embassy members. 

JGate in 1962, 2nd secretary WladimirYLOBA'NOW, without perceptible 
cm aeon, appeared In the German Embassy iPreee Section. LOBANGW's 
official work has nothing to do with pfesa affaire. He is a 'member 
of the Soviet IS^ ' 

At about the same time, a 9**# secretary of the Soviet &sba say 
made efforts to establish connection to German Embassy members. 

Early in 1965* he appeared- twioe in the Embassy's Political Affairs 
Section, in order "to introduce himself, exchange opinion# as to 
the general situation and, on this occasion, brush up his German 
knowledge.” 

Besides, a member of the Soviet Trade Mission in Kairo attempted 
to establish personal contact with a German Sabassy m sober. 

~~ "4^my all spoke of continuance of the oon tacts and promised private 
ihvitations. They were maii>ly interested, in, public gffplro^and 
demmlopaent aid.' * ' 
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At the mm time, a i mil or attempt* by Soviet Sabut; Mab«rt f

The OtrMR Bmbaeey la Teheran alto noticed contact attempts 
by soma Soviet Bmbaeey members. 

It la aeeuaed that aembers or oo-worktra of tha Sorltt intelligence 
services ware Involved in all thaae cases, who, with tbelr 
contact attempts, were oarrying out intelligence missions.

in the PRO, alto in 19^5* ware frequently notioed carrying out 
visual invee t lgatlons. Main intelligence tnrgwte were military 
object® of the German and Allied Porcee, in particular barracks, 
ammunition depots, rocket launching aitee and radar ine tails t Iona. 
Soviet Military Mission members wera aapeoially often observed 
vatohing maneuvers. Only a faw cases dealing with violations of 
forbidden tones, oame to notioe.

In 1963* 59 recruitment ceees of the Polish IS came to tha 
BiT'e notice! wo, the counterintelligence raault ie similar to

In 34 caeaa, the persons approached for purposes of espionage 
against tha PRO, lived in the Polish power spherwf 25 persona 
lived in tha PRO or in Berlin (Vest) et the tine of tha recruitment 
attempt. 

In all caaea, the intelligence contact attempts wera due to 
already existing west or east connections.

The Polish Intelligence services still continued to approaoh persona 
travelling in both directions, end German persons from the Pollah- 
adalnl stared German Bast- territories whs desired re -sett lament , for 
the purpose of eeoretly procuring information from the PBG.

Service for numerous ywri to approach person* of Carman origin 
of Silasl#«, XMt Prussia, Pomerania and the former province 
Poseti, who .wish to la th# Pederal Republic. From 

statement#: taken ./*o» person# who were interrogated in 1963* 
it shoved that It a t p4reon refuses to. commit himself for 
intelligence cooperation* this will often lead to a temporary 
rejection or at leaat to a considerable delay in the handling 
of the application for re-settlement. However* later efforts 
were sometimes successful without the Polish Intelligence 
Service making another attempt. ' '* * - 

This explains why the instances where re-settlers were approached 
for Intelligence ooopsration (which became known this jamr)* often 
date back a number of years. 

The re-settlers did not dleoloee am intelligence contact In all 
cases after their arrival in the Federal Republic* as is shown 
by the following example t 

A technical engineer (aaohine construction) of Upper Silesia 
had since 1956 applied for re-settlement to the Federal Republic. 

In September 1958* hie application was rejected without giving 
a definite reason. Cue to his protest* the Mayor of his town 
referred him to a SB-merber (SB • Polish Intelligence Service) 
who might be able to help him. As was expected* this person 
would only grant him the exit permit if be declared his willing- 
ness to be active In Intelligence. The engineer agreed* all the 
more so slnoe he was promised that his resettling application 
would be speedily handled. Actually* In Sovember 1958, after a 
short Intelligence training* he and his family were able to 
depart. In the Federal fiepubllo* he withheld his intelligence 
. commitment and took up employment with a well-known electrical 
firm. He then wrote to a cover address in Warsaw , informing 
them that he had been legalised. In the Summer of I960, he 
met his handling offioer in Vienna, as agreed* and on this 
oooaelon, made a report on his employing firm and thslr production. 
Thereafter* be allegedly tried to gradually put an end to the 
intelligence oontact. After he had bs#n neutralised* be stated 
that he only wished to carry out his intelligence activity until 
a relative from Silesia had re-settled » he did not have enough 
courage to confess at a later date. 

2) Trip, «o th. Fed.r.l E«pyblloi 

In 19*} » a few examples also became known as to the Polish 
Intelligence Servioe methods* to assign persons within their 
Jurisdiction* who wished to travel to the West for private 
or occupational reasons* with certain intelligence mission**. 

In view of tbs total number of Polish national entries, tbs 
number of reooguiaed intelligence oaaea was email- Bwvever, 

It must be remembered that it is nearly impossible to keep 
all Poles under surveillance, who enter the Federal Republic 
for a temporary stay. On the other hand* the parson# 
usually disclose their intelligence contaot only if they do 
not Intend to return to Poland, normally, an informal intel- 
ligence approach la made when the passport is handed over* 
before the trip. A written obligation usually *a® not requested. 
The tourists were given target assignments, sometimes, however* 
they were Just instructed *to keep their eys# x>p#a* #t their 
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AeetlneVioa and upon their return , giw® an maturate report 
on their Impressions. 

Seamen, celling *t Western ports during their tripe, vere 
often used as oouriers bp the Polleh Intelligence Servioe. 

5) Trip, to JPoU.h Territory! 

federal Republic aitixena end feet Berliners, who travel to 
Poland for private reasons, for business diecuseicne or for 
occupational reaeone (seamen) must be prepared for being 
approached by the Polish Intelligence Servioe. Aooordlng 
to 1963 intelligence results, recruiters were moat success- 
ful with merchants, who are interested in Eastern trade. 

, In the past year, Polish Intelligence Servioe recruiting 
attempts of German seamen who entered Polieb ead German 
ports (under Polish oooupatlon) sere relatively numerous 
(especially in Stettin). At first, the persons approeohed 
vere taken to th« harbor -polios because they had either 
exceeded their shore leave and aieeed their ship, had 
attracted attention at drinking-bouts by engaging in 
fights, or had helped East Zona seamen to eaoape. During 
the interrogation by the harbor- police, the Poll ah Intel* 
ligence Service usually interfered, extensively questioned 
the person oonoernsd, and gave further assignments (procure- 
ment of city maps and similar items). They did not commit 
the person* concerned in all oaeee. 

Typioal ie the case of a certain sailor, who was a cook on 
a coal transport, which navigated between porta of the 
Federal Republic and Stettin. During a stay in Stettin, 
he missed his ship* a departure and was taken to the Polish 
Intelligence 8ervice by the harbor police. After be had 
been placed under pressure by threatening bio with a lengthy 
prison term, he rendered the requested information on hie 
ship and its oref. Be also answered questions (as far as 
he was able to ) as to the federal and Allied Armed Poroee. 
Finally, the Polish Intelligence Service committed him for 
intelligence cooperation and gave him the assignment to 
oollect intelligence information on military ooaetal instal- 
lations in thw federal Republic. When hi* ship re-entered 
the Stettin harbor, be was released. It had been agreed 
upon that the next tins, bis ship oalled at the Stettin 
harbor, he wae to give his aeelgnere a report on the results 
of his espionage activities. The sailor dleolosed hie 
intelligence mission In the Federal Republlo and meantime^ 
mustered out thereby evading further contact with She 
Polish Intelligence Servioe.

In 1963 again some oases became known whe r sTcAHaene of 
the Federal Republlo or West Berlin were visited at their 
home by representatives of the Polish Intelligence Serving' 
and requested to become active in the intelligence field* 

When verifying the statement* of tbeee persons, it was 
mostly found that previous intelligence contact had 
existed or could be assumed. In June 196}, the watch- 
maker ROMUALD W. reported on euch a reoruitment attempt* 
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He a Pols, married to a German, In I960, upon his wiXa'd 
laitiaAiwg, bs filed an application for re- •ettleaant* All«g«Uy, 
bo got a paralsaioc therefor under great difficulties, after 
paying 120. (XXX 00 SIMf 'Md't Three days after he bad 

paid thla bribe, a a»« Mr of tb* Polish Intelligence dairies 
approached him and by referring to ths punishable nature of bis 
attitude, pre floured bis into Intelligenoe cooperation. At a 
subsequent meeting in Warsaw, be signed a written declaration 
of commitment. He woe to uee hie brother's address as a cower 
address and mark the letters for the Polish Intelligence Service 
by drawing wavy llnee under the place of residence. He wee 
only ordered to get accustomed to living In the Federal Republic, 
to build up hie occupational career, and keep in contact witb 
the Polish Intelligenoe Servioe through a covor address. Berlin 
see tings had been scheduled at & later date, wbioh had not yet 
been fixed. Be-eettlement was made In the Fall of I960. Ia 
the ensuing period, he held correspondence contaot with the 
Polish Intelligence Service, as agreed, however, only reported 
on personal mattere. 

On 21 Apr 1965, W. allegedly was visited quite unexpectedly at 
hie home by an unknown person, who spoke Poll eh. The unknown 
man brought him presents and a latter from hie brother. He then 
requested to have a privets talk witb him, Ha then reminded bin 
of the bribe he had paid, as well as his obligation, and threatened 
that his brother would have difficulties if he did not fulfill 
his obligation. The unknown man gave him contact-paper and a 
cover address in Poland, where he was to write within 2 weeks. 

On 7 Hay 1965* W. allegedly was again approached by another 
unknown person, who reminded him of the cooperation be had 
promised. Three doye later, in the evening, 2 unknown poreone 
again approached him at hie residence. One person wore police 
uniform. Both persons had come by car and requested W. to get 
in. In the oar, they again requested his cooperation by 
threatening him. He wae ordered to meet another person on 
2 Jun© 1965. This meeting was held. The meeting -partner 
requested him to file an application for a visit to Poland 
at the Polish Military Mission. There, instructed by his 
meeting-partner, he wae to undergo intelligenoe training. 

The partner called himself chief of a section for polish 
foreign espionage, also questioned him as regards possible 
debts and offered him DM 2.000. V. allegedly refused to take 
the money. The man further ordered him to open a watchmaker* e 
shop at his plaoe of residence. Be would then have to travel, 
a lot. Hie shop waa to serve as a naetlng.plaoe for agents. 

After this laat meeting, W. made a confession at the Criminal 
Police. He and his family had been registered at Friedland in 
•October I960. At that time, he had not rendered any atatemajuM 
aa wagarde the bribe affair and hie sub sequent obligation. After 
bo bad ra-se tiled, he had correspondence contaot with hist 
relatives (mother and brother, allegedly an Offioer in the 
folish Army). After hie confession, be was again twice reminded 
of thg cooperation he had promised, partly under threats^ 

Dp to now, It wae not possible to verify W*e etatements. 

Therefore, it oannot be established with qertainty fbethar 
his etatements are time. The oont sot -paper, which he banded 
over, was genuine. If hie statement® are true, this e$uld be 
the lira* imiYsny case in which the Bo Li mb InAal lAggnom Servioe 
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90 cwdft ly tried to force a person to stick to him obligation. 
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II. Handling and commu^d t ti<m» 

The information obtained In I96) m regard* handling end 
comounioation of the Polieh Intelligence Service, did not ahov 
any speoial oharaoterlatio* in oomparleon with the previous 
ya&re. After recruitment , vhloh In the majority of oaaee wae 
effeoted within the Polish sphere of power, the agent received 
a cover address, possibly contact-paper with the instruction, to 
notify them after hie return to the federal Republio, or after 
hie suooestful re-settlement. Uaually r after the appro aoh, 
a firat meeting wae scheduled and planned in detail. Vow as 
before, the meeting vae the moat important means of handling 
by the Polish intelligence Serving*, at least as long as ths 
7 agent had proven his suitability and the contact had become 
profitable for the Polish Intslllgsnoe Service. The Polish 
Intslligenc# Service, as far AS possible, tried to have the 
meetings take plaoe within Its own sphere of power, or at leaet, 
on Eastern territory. Only then, after the reliability of the 
agent for the Polish Intslligenc s Bervloq had btooae established, 
nestings were arranged in neutral or Western foreign countries. 

In such oaaee, sometimes, meetings were only held upon rstuasfc. 
of the sgent or the handling office, while oonteot mainly warn 
maintained through one or several dead letterdrops. 

Another means of oontaot used by the Polieh InteLliganee Smrwtnm 
oonsiated in making use of Polish citlaens* Western contacts. 

The Polish Intelligence Service used these oontaot a to request 
its agents in the federal Republio In an Iqoonspiououe way, 
namely by way of private letters, to observe meet luge.

His intelligenoe officer awaited hla at Falkenau arid went with 
bin to a eoneplrative houee near Bad Koenlgewart.

Service. Through him, the Caech Service hoped to get some 
information on German and Allied Armed Foruaa, units in the 
Xaeeel area.

residing in Munich, 

was fitted out in Western clothing and wee paid DM 600.- and 
430.- Austrian shillings to carry out this assignment.

The handling means of the Caech Intelligence Services did 
not undergo baeio changes In 1963- Of all Intelligence 
means used, the meeting still played the most Important role, 
even though oontaot had been maintained for a longer period 
over A-3 radio traffic , dead latterdrope or never addressee.

notadj fcuUh^i vere hold by oeuriere, vlthU Uni x own 
Juried lot too, la neutral foreign ooumtriem, and la th* Federal 
Re pub lio. 

It m noted that the- agent a* equipment vat gradually improved. 
A number of agents vere found in poaaoatlon of faleifled peee- 
portt or identification#, which ware laaued in the nane of 
peraohe living in the Federal Republic, a a had b«an practiced 
by other Baatem Intelligence Servlaee. Theca felalf ioatlona 
vere excellent. All agenta coning from the OSSR were outfitted 
with Veetern olothea and equipment (luggage* toilet article a) • 

Aleo* whan ualng cover addreaaee, a certain differentiation 
waa noted, to the affect that the agent could not write to 
the oover addreeeea accord ing to hie own discretion, but had 
to uaa a certain addraea for a certain type of information. 

In the pa at year, in one known case, the Csech Intelligence 
Servloe abandoned ita practice of trailing agente individually, 
tend them to the Federal Republic and Jut* then operate <h*re 
on their own.

Another good example for the detailed care, the Caech Intelligence 
Servioe lende to ita aotlona, la the fact that agent activities 
were covered by pro forma induction ordera, or euota , to 
family membera, colleague# and acquaint****# do not gat 
euaploioua. 

The^avafuation^of \ll aaaignmanta of the Caeoh Intelligence 
Servioe recorded in I963 (106) ahowed that ^ha main emphasis 
of the hostile lhtslllgenoe activity n$b aa oafora if^laoed 
on the military eeotor. Apert from thia, preparatory aeaign- 
manta and aaaignmanta agalnat political targeta are also of 
tone importance.

According to the available information no other aaant of handling 
were ustd (radio, 'dead lettsrdrop, invisible writings)* Only in 
a 'few cases, where an Intelligence activity did not coae about 
due to a disclosure, cover addresses in Yugoslavia were stated, 
which, however, were only to be informed of the entry and sunneae* 
ful legalisation. It may be assumed that in. these cases, too, 
future handling was to be effected by member* of the miM Ions. 

In 1963 , a member of ths Yugoslav Liaison Of floe at the Swedish 
Smbansy at Mohlom wee requested to leave the Pcderal Republic du* 
to intolligenoe activities* Whenever Yugoslav nationals appeared 
at the Mission in order to have their passports prolongated, or 
for toms other reason, he tried to recruit them for intelligence 
cooperation.
